THE ITRATE MARKET. 

Never. since war was declared be- 
tween the South American Repu' lics, 
has nitrate of soda been in a stro:ger 
position than at present. When hostil- 
ities first began the speculativ-- element 
was the roling feature of the market. 
It was thought by speculators, and not 
without good cause, that here an oppor. 
tunity for profitable operating was p e- 
sented, and with this obj-ct iu view 
large purchases were made. Not only 
did outsid-rs take advantage of this 
state of things, but consumers, fearing 
a temporary stoppage of supplies, 
bought largely ; and thus at the begin- 
ning of the war, stocks in all bands 
were pretty full. For a time the antic- 
ipations of speculation were in a meas- 
ure realized, but after a few months 
the prospects became less encouraving. 
Buyers were not so eager to purchuse 
as it was thought they would be,a d as 
the shipping ports were never entirely 
closed, from time to time additions 
were made to stock, until gradually the 
market weakened and, during the latter 
half of 1880, prices fell to the point 
occupied befure the speculative move- 
ment began. 

At the opening of the present year 
it was found that the ava lable stock 
was much below the usual -upply, 
while the demand from consumers was 
growing, and seemed likely to exceed 
that of previous seasons During the 
period of active hostilities the appli- 
ances for shipping, tog ther with the 
docks atthe diff-rent nitrate ports, were 
de-troyed ; and, us it is difficu t to pro- 
cure workmen or even cowmon labor- 
ers, the armi-s of both sides haviag

THE DOMESTIC FLAX~<EED SUPPLY. 


It is evident that the estimates made 
ealli-r in the season, of the probable 
amount of flax-eed available at the 
opening of navigation were consider- 
ably below the quentity now in sight. 
The error occured chiefly in stuck inv 
the far West, which seems not only to 
have been blockaded by snow, but to 
have been so complet+dly buri d up as 
to escape counting. Tie stock in ware- 
houses in Chicago for all-rail shipment 
appeared by an estimate made about 
March Ist to be nut far from 50.000 
bush. From March ‘st to the middle 
of April, however, 1300 0 bush. were 
shipped all-rail to Eas‘ern markets, and 
there were still 40.000 to 50,000 bushels

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THE TARE ON VENICE TURPEN-' 


TINE. 


A forcible example of the survival, 
not of the fittest, but of the most un- 
scrupulous, perhaps,is brought upin the 
case of the tareson Venice turpentine 
packages—an old greivance, which is re- 
vived from time to time, but apparently 
with no increasing chance of getting 
itself redressed. Briefly stated the 
grievance is this: Venice turpentine is 
imported, as most of our readers do not 
need to be told, in a “‘stand”’ of an ob- 
Iong shape, and so straight as to make 
it impossible to drive the hoops on it. 
The staves of this receptacle are shaved 
thin at the ends to make the chines, but 
are of unknown and indefinite thickness 
in the middle, and being made of a sort 
of fat pine, are, as may be imagined, of 
no little weight. Nor is it alone that 
these packages are heavy, this would 
not be, of itself, of so much conse- 
quence, were the weight marked upon 
them, or were they constructed upon 
any plan which would insure an ap- 
proach to uniformityin weight. In the 
former case it would bea very simple 
affair, of course, to take the actual tare 
on each stand, and in the latter a fixed 
tare, being an approximation to the 
reality, would work no great hardship 
in any case. Unfortunately, however 
neither of these schemes is practicable, 
and so the turpentine is bought and sold 
by the stand, with a fixed allowance of 
10 per cent for tare, while the actual 
tare may. and usually does, umount to 
two or three timesas much. A “stand” 
of turpentine weighs from 100 to 175 
pounds—150 pounds may be, perhaps, 
considered an average—and on this an 
aliowance for tare of ten per 
cent. is made. The purchaser of an 
average stand, therefore, pays for {135 
pounds of turpentine, but very often 
finds, on emptying the package, that he 
has only about 120 pounds of turpen- 
tine, and has paid the price of turpen- 
tine for 15 pounds of wood. Of course 
the only sufferer is the retailer who 
takes the 10 per cent tare for the seal 
tare, and makes his price to his custo. 
mers accordingly. He is pretty sure to 
find that his!profits have been very 
materially reduced, and, if he bas been 
selling on a close margin, the balance 
in the transaction may be altogether 
on the wrong side of the account. 


It should be understood that this al- 
lowance of 10 per cent.'for tare isa 
trade custom, which may havé been 
established, for aught we know, in the 
time of the Cesars, and, being generally 
understood in the trade, works no in- 
justice so long as the article is handled 
in tbe original packages; it making no 
difference in such case, of course, 
whether the package‘is assumed to 
weigh one pound or twenty. Nor would | 
it make any difference to the retailer, 
did he bear in mind that the allowance 
of 10 per cent. for tare on his invoice 
does not represent the tare at all but 
is a fixed discount, in lieuof tare,which 
immemorial usage has established. Re- 
membering this, he has only to ascertain 
the actual weight ofthe package he 
has bought, and fix his price on the 
turpentine accordingly, to make him. 
self entirely safe. 

Of course the futility of, any attempt 
to secure allowance for tare must be 
apparent at a glance, and heretofore 
all attempts to remedy this anomalous 
and absurd state of affairs. have proved 
failures. A few years ago the ex- 
periment was tried by a leading 
firm of importers in this city, of having: 
the turpentine put up in American pe- 
troleum packages,in which petroleum 
had been exported from this country 
—they having been, of course, thor- 
oughly cleansed for the purpose. The 
weight of these barrels being known 
would have rendered the matter of tare 
a problem of simple solution. Opposi- 
tion, however, was encountered at both 
ends of the line. The peasant producers! 
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of the turpentine, who are using a 
plow of the same fa-hion as the one 
Romulus held when he turned the fur- 
row for his wall around Rome, could 
not be brought to like the new-fangled 
barrels, and on this side suspicion was 
excited against the geruineness of the 
article so put up. The attempt, there- 
fore, failed, und the matter of a tare on 
Venice turpentine remains in abey- 
ance. 

There is evidently but one remedy 
and that is forthe importers of the ar- 
ticle in this country to unite in resolv- 
ing to buy no more of the article under 
the existing system of ten per cent. dis- 
count but to insist upon buying tur- 
pentine only in such packages as can 
be tared. This would be an effectual 
remedy, for the trade with this country 
has become an important one, and in 
this, as in many other things, the 
dealers here are in a position to dictate 
if they will unite in so doing. Ameri- 
ca now imports the best qualities of all 
kinds of foreign goods, and the de 
mand for only the best is becom- 
ing more urgent here daily, and, as a 
leading importer remarked to us. ‘* We 
want what we buy to be of the best 
quality and of full measure.’’ The day 
has gone by when anything was ‘*‘ good 
enough for America,’’ and a united de- 
mand by buyers here is pretty sure to 
receive attention abroad. Until the 
matter is adjusted, however, buyers of 
Venice turpentine must remember that 
the ten per cent. allowed in their bills 
as ‘“‘ tare”? is not tare at all but a dis- 
count in lieu of tare, and must make 
their valculations accordiogly.

Money borrowed by a partner of a commercial 
firm in the name of the partnership is a debt of 
the firm, in the opinion of the Virginia Court of 
Appeals. In Meriweather vs. Shiflett, decided in 
March, Judge Anderson said: ‘*One member of 
a commercial firm may barrow money in the 
name of the firm and bind the firm for it, unless 
restricted by the partnership agreement, of which 
the lender had notice. And when there is no 
restriction it is not incumbent on the lender to 
show that the money was actually used for the 
firm in order to establish its liability, and of each 
member of it, for its payment.”

LEGAL NOTES. 


The obligation of a holder ofa promissory note 
deposited with him as collateral security to pro- 
test it, was considered in Westphal vs. Ludlow. 
decided by the United States Circuit Court at 
St. Paul, Minn., in March. Ludlow was indebt- 
ed to Whestphal for goods sold, andin Septem- 
ber, 1878, inclosed the note of C. St. John Cole 
for $325, payable November 17, 1878, in part 
payment; the offer was not aceepted but the 
creditor wrote, on September 11th, that he 
would take the note for collection, *‘ applying 
the proceeds on your account if collected at 
maturity.’"’” On September 27th Ludlow replied 
requesting that the collection be made, as 
suggested, and stating that ‘‘the maker would 
pay it at the Worthington Bank; then you can 
credit me with all you get.’” The note bore in- 
terest. The note was sent to the Worthington 
Bank, and five days after maturity Westphal 
wrote about it and the cashier replied: ‘‘C. St. 
John Cole’s note is still unpaid. We think he 
can pay something on it in ten days. Shall we 
keep it or return it?” Westphal instructed the 
bank to keep it for ten days. 
On December 6th the note was returned with the 
information that Cole’s business was closed out 


phal then sent the note back to Ludlow, and he 
returned it, through an attorney, with the state- 
ment “that the same had been lost and become 
worthless through your negligence.” Cole was 
in no better condition on the day the note fel) 
due than on the day of the levy.

The Cottonseed Oil Business in Texas 

A writer in the Houston (Texas) Post 
sees much encouragement tor the Southern 
planter, and forall the material interests of 
the South, in the fact that manufacturing 
industries consuming the great Southern 
staple are constantly growing in that sec- 
tion. He toresees the downfall of New 


England’s manufacturing industries in the 














upbuilding of competitive interests at the 
Suuth, a more rose-colored view of the fu- 
ture than is warranted by the facts, perhaps. 
That the South is rapidly advancing in 
prosperity is beyond question, however, 
and no better evidence of the fuct could be 
produced than exists in his account of what 
has been done in Texas since the war, in es- 
tablishing cottonseed oil mills. According 
to his data, ‘‘ the first step toward establish- 
ing this industry in Texas was taken in 1869 
by Ahrenbeck Bros., of Hempstead, who 
thought there was money to be made out 
of cotton seed (a therefore worthless article) 
by hulling them, and shipping the hulled 
seed to New Orleans, where they were in- 
formed there was a mill employed in ex- 
pressing the oil from this seed. Subse* 
quently they learned that this seed could 
not be shipped profitably. So they at once 
decided to erect mills at home, and work 
up their own seed. In March, 1870, 
this mill was completed, and they com- 
menced operations with one press, having 
a capacity of three tons of seed a day of ten 
hours. Notwithstanding the great disad- 
vantages under which they labored, and in 
spite of every effort made by their friends 
to discourage them, they still continued on. 
The first season they made eighty-three 


barrels of oil and the Galveston News con- 


sidered "it worthy of .editorial comment. 
Mr. Sampson Heidenheimer, of Galveston, 
was the first merchant who had the honor 


(no small one) to export the first cargo of 


cotton seed oil and cake from Texas. The 
above mill kept on and has increased to 


its present capacity of sixty tons a day of 


twenty-four hours, and will turn out this 
season upwards of 4000 barrels of oil and 
an immense quantity of cake. There has 


later been added to this milla refinery, and 


in the future this mill will refine its own 


oil. This, at present, is the only oil re- 
finery in Texas, the oil heretofore being ex- 


ported in its crude state. 


“In the year 1870 a cotton seed oil mill was 
erected at Galveston, having a capacity of 
But, on account 


forty-four tons per day. 
of its improper location, bad or unskillful 
management, it was operated but one sea- 
son, when its machinery was sold. In 
1871 a similar mill was erected at Bryan, 
with a capacity of twenty-four tons per day, 
and which is now is successfull operation, 
In 1872 a mill was built at Navasota with 
the above capacity, and which also, isin 
successfull operation to-day.

During 
the past ten years the cotton crop of Texas 
has increased from 400,000 bales to nearly

This statement alone suggests the poten- 
tiality of- Texas in the way of exporting 
cottonseed oil and cake. Take the above 
figures as a basis, say 1,500,000 bales, 
yielding an aggregate of 750,000 of seed. 
Take from this amount one-half, say 375,000 
tons, that can be reached by the railroad, 
(but which are moving every day), one- 
fourth of this to be used for planting and 
other purposes, leaving 281,250 tons of seed 
to be worked up into cottonseed oil and 
cake, This will give us the following fig- 
ures:

But this is not all the profit and 
benefit the State of Texas derives from this 
industry. The first cost of the seed, and 
the cost to manufacture is left at home, the 
value of the seed being paid to the farmer, 
and the cost of manufacturing, consisting 
of wages paid, fuel burned, and other inci- 
dentals, also being paid out, and distrib- 
uted at home. Now, it is said that it is 
what a person saves that makes him rich, 
and not what he makes. This holds equal- 
ly good of a State, which is but a collection 
of individuals.” 

These deductions are made by the writer 
of the article, and in reproducing them we 
have no intention of confirm ng them. Our 
readers who are engaged in the manufac- 
ture of cuttonseed oil, are better able than 
we to criticise these figures, but while we 
believe it to be a very promising industry, 
we would caution people who may con- 
template entering this field not to be mis- 
led by @ promise of 33 per cent. profits.

Adulteration of Alcohol by Weod 
Spirit. 

The following on the subject of this 
adulteration is from a paper by M.M. 
Riche and Baidy, in Comples Rendus, and 
will be found of some interest to our 
readers: 

Wood spirit, which serves for this falsifi- 
cation, is manufactured on a large scale, at 
a low price, for the production of certain 
aniline colors. It is known under the 
name of methylene, and indicates 98 do- 
grees by the alcohometer; its taste and 
odor are so feeble that it cannot be recog- 
nized when it exists in small proportions 
in an alcohol. When a mixture is distilled 
containing 10 to 15 per cent. of methylic 
alcohol in ordinary alcohol, by acting on 
large quantities and by fractional distilla- 
tious, we succeed in separating a small 
quantity of liquid distilled below 78 de- 
grees. Methylic alcohol was looked for in 
this first product by transforming it into 
the oxalate of methyl, but without success 
in consequence of tne following circum- 
stances: When we operate with methylic 
alcohol we readily obtain crystals of the 
oxalate, even when we have but traces of 
the material, while if it is accompanied by 
a notable quantity of vinic alcohol, the 
crystals of the oxalate of methyl are dis- 
solved in the oxalate of ethyl; or, even 
these others unite to form mixed com- 
pounds which effect the liquid state. 
When the mixture contains from 5 to 10 
per cent. of methylic alcohol, distillation 
does not separate a liquid that boils below 
78 degrees; such would be the case when 
it is a question of an alcohol in which the 
presence of wood spirit is suspected. It 
was thought that the solution ot the prob- 
lem might be arrived at by the colored 
products, different in shade and stability, 
which ethylaniline and methylaniline 
yield by slight oxidatioa, and itis believed 
that the end has been attained. Here is 
the method of operating which must be ac- 
curately followed: Introduce 10 cubic 
centimeters of alcohol into a vessel with 15 
grams of iodine and 2 grams of red nhos- 
phorus; the whole is distilled, and the 
products are collected in 30 or 40 cubic 
centimeters of water. The alcoholic 
iodine which is precipitated to the bottom 
of the liquid is sepsrated by means ofa 
funnel and collected in a vessel containing 
6 cubic centimeters of aniline. The mix- 
ture becomes heated, the reaction is pro- 
moted by holding the vessel for some 
minutes in tepid water, if ebullition is es- 
tablished it can be moderated by cold 
water. At the end of an hour hot water 1s 
poured into the vessel to dissolve the crys- 
tals formed, and the liquid is then carried 
to the boiling point for a few minates 
until the vessel contaias but a clear liquid. 
To this liquid is added an alkaline solu- 
tion which sets free the alkaloids in the 
form of an oil. The oxidation of the alka- 
loid may be realized by chloride of tin, by 
iodine, or potassium chlorate, or better 
still by Hofmann’s mixture, which con- 
sists of 100 grams of quartz sand, 2 grams 
of sodium chloride and 3 grams of cupric 
nitrate. Of this mixture 10 grams are 


taken up, on which is poured 1 cubic cen- 
timeter of the oily liquid which is incopa- 


- 
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rated with care by means of a glass rod; 
this mixture is introduced into a glass 
tube of 2 centimeters in diameter, which 

is maintained at 90 degrees on the water 

bath during eight or ten hours; thisi , 
easily effected by placing the tube at nigh, 
in a water bath covered with paraffine. On 
the following morning the matter in the 
tube is exhausted by treating it three times 
with tepil alechol which is thrown ona 
tilter and brought to a volume of 100 cubic 
centimeters. Pure alcohol yields a liquid 
ofa reddish wood color Alcohol contain- 
ing percent. of methylene yields a very 
perceptibly violet solution by the side of 
the preceding. If there is 2.5 per cent of 
methylic alcohol the shade is of a well 
marked violet, which increases if there is 
5 to 10 per cent. of the latter alcohol. 

By comparing, in tubes of the same cal- 
ibre, these liquids to types obtained by 
the same means with synthetical mixtures 
in known proportions, which are kept in 
closed bottles, we thus are enabled to not 
only ascertain if there is or is not methylic 
alcohol present, but also to state precisely 
in what proportion. We can accomplish 
the same thing by means of colorimeteric 
apparatus which serves, in industry, for 
testing refined blacks. By employing col- 
ored solutions for dyeing wool the same 
end is reached also. The dye is made by 
adding to 5 cubic centimeters of the solu- 
tion 95 cubic centimeters of water. Of 
this new liquid 5 cubic centimeters are 
poured into a porcelain capsule or ina 
Bohemian vessel containing 400 cubic cen- 
timeters of water, and placed on a boiling 
water bath; into this solution 1 square 
decimeter of white merino is introduced; 
five minutes later we edd 5 cubic centi- 
meters of the solution; thirty minutes 
afterwards the cloth is removed, washed 
and dried. If there is present aleohol 
alone the merino remains white, and it 
presents violet hues of different degrees of 
intensity, if there is 1, 2.5, 5, 10 per cent, 
of methylic alcohol, which are compared to 
the prepared types and at the same time 
with the synthetieal liquids. The same 
test can be applied in the form of printing, 
to which effect, 5 cubic centimetres of the 
liquid are added to 5 cubic centimetres of 
water and 10 grams of gummed water (300 
grams of gum to the litre). The mixture 
is applied to a wooden board by means of 
a brush and printed on white merino by 
pressure. The cloth is dried. then wrapped 
in filtering paper and exposed for twenty 
minutes to water vopor, then washed and 
dried again. This dyring operation may 
be applied in many cases; it is used to 
ascertain if certein sugars owe their color 
to patural products developed during the 
boiling of the juice, or if they have been 
colored artificially by coloring matters of 
coal tar, a deception frequently practiced 
to-day, for the value of sugars is determined 
not by chemical analysis, but by their 
color. Take 8 or 10 grams of sugar, agi- 
tate them for 10 minutes with a few cu- 
bic centimetres of alcohol mixed with a 
little ammonia; decant the liquid and 
evaporate it almust to dryness on the water 
bath; this is again dissolved in a small 
quantity of water, and a piece of white 
merino is held in it for some minutes; if 
the coloring of the sugar is natural the 
cloth remains white, while if the sugar is 
colored with coal tar derivatives the white 
merino takes a well marked yellow or 
brown tint. 

Sheepswoo! sponge. 

Within the past year and a half there 
have appeared in this journal several arti- 
cles and some correspondence on the sub- 
ject of limeing and sanding sheepswool 
sponge, and from time to time we have 
made allusion to the subject in our mar- 
ket reports. As what has been said was in 
the interest of unloaded goods, and against 
the practice of limeing and sanding, we 
were naturally curious to learn what the 
effect had been upon the trade, and have 
consequently made extended inquiry on 
the subject among the different houses 
engaged in the sponge business in this 
city. All are unanimous in the opinion 
that the discussion of the matter has led 
to no practical results, as far as lessening 
the evil is concerned. It is conceded that 
at first an appreciable effect upon the trade 
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was noticed, and for a time there was a 
falling off in the sule of loaded sponge, 
but the effect was only temporary, and at 
present there are fully as many, if not 
more of these goods sold than before the

potent of which is the indifference or ig- 
Sev- 
eral sponge houses cite instances in which 
their customers have refused to pay the 
price asked for unloaded goods, although 
preferring to carry them in stock, on 
the ground that their customers would 
not pay more than $175 or $185 per

The second 
cause which at present obtains to augment 
liming and sanding, is the exceeding high 
price and scarcity of the goods in the fish- 
ing markets. 


follows that whatever goods come to the 
market are sure to find ready sale, what- 
ever their condition. And this fact is taken 
advantage of to some extent to exceed the 
usual limits of loading. It is well 
known that all European sponges are 
sanded, but they are packed in such a 
manner that the buyer can know at once 
by the weight of the case the number of 
pieces contained and the consequent 
weight to each piece, so that in his calcula- 
tions he can estimate with certainty the 
price per ounce or piece at which he must 
sell to make a profit. It is therefore of no 
consequence to the buyer whether the 
goods are sanded or not. The only in- 
stance in which it is thought the retail 
buyer may chext himself is in the case of 
Florida sheepswool bought by the bale 
which as the number of the pieces to the 
bale are not known, unless he takes th, 
trouble to count them himself and form 
an estimate in the same manner as with 
Mediterranean, he will without doubt 
loose something as the handling of the 
the goods shakes out more or less sand 
which is a consequent reduction in weight. 
The conclusion arrived at from the state- 
ments made by the best houses in the trade 
was that the practice of loading was one 
which would regulate itself according to 
the demand, and that when the supply of 
natural sheepswool became such as to 
warrant their sale at prices which met the 


respectable houses at least, would be dis- 
continued as a matter of course, but until 
such time arrived it was a matter of neces- 
sity tothe trade that more or less of it 
should be done. It is true that,an efforts 
being made on the part of certain houses 
to sell only unloaded goods, but the at— 
tempt is meeting with but partial success.

What is Resorcine? 


Our foreign contemporaries are beginning 


to discuss the use of resorcine as an anti- 
septic and disinfectant, and our readers 
will naturally inquire what it is, how it is 
made, and what are its properties. It be- 
longs to a class of bodies called phenols, to 
which carbolic acid elso belongs. In chem- 
ical composition they resemble alcohols, in 
that they contain what is called the hy- 
droxyl group, OH. They are divided into 
monatomic phenols, which contain but one 
of these groups, diatomic, which contain 
two, and triatomic, which contain three. 


Carbolic acid belongs to the first of these; 


it is a monatomic phenol, C6H5, (O H). 
Resorcine is a diatomic phenol, CH4, 
(OH)g, and has the same composition as 
two other phenols, hydroquinone and py- 
rocatechine, with which it is said to be iso- 
meric, of eaugl measure. Pyrogallic acid 
is a triatomic phenol, CgH3 (OH). 
Resorcine was originally obtained by fu— 
sing certain resins, as gum ammoniacum 
or galbanum, with caustic potash, extract- 
ing it from the fused mass by acidifying 
with sulphuric acid and shaking with 
ether, and then purified by distillation. 
Since it has come into more extensive use 
for the manufacture of dyes, new and 
improved methods have been devised 
for its manufacture.

F.), and can be obtained per- 
fectly pure by distillation. It is claimed 
that it can be made in Switzerland for $4 
per kilo, (about $1.80 per pound), but we

Burglars broke 
into the factory, and once the place was 
maltciously burned down. Still he pro- 
duced the gum in profitable quantities. At 
last, in a time of sickness, he was pressed 
by a well-known firm of calico-printers for 
asupply. He got out of bed, went to his 
laboratory, put on the fire his vessel of 
plate iron, calcined his starch, added the 
water, regulated the temperature—all un- 
suspectingly befors his keen-eyed custo- 
mer, whom he had innocently allowed to 
be present. His customer never again re- 
quired gum from him of his own making. 
The secret spread, although the original 
purchaser of it still retained a share 1n the 
manufacture. When penny stamps first 
came into operation it was doubtful wheth- 
er, if ready gummed, they could be made 
sufficiently good and low-priced; but dex- 
trvin solved the difficulty. The manufac- 
ture of dextrine is now greatly improved by 
the use of acids; it is largely made from 
malt. An inferior quality may be readily 
mide by exposing dry potato starch in a 
stove to a heat of about 400 deg. Fahr. As 
a gun. it is very inferior to gum arabic, but 
much cheaper.—

Cardamom Cultivation. 


The cultivation of cardamoms is, accord- 


ing to Mr. Markham, carried on to a great 
extent on the western slopes of the Coorg 
Mountains. In the month of February, 
the Coorgs start from their villages, and, 
arriving on the mountain slopes, select one 
of the largest trees, giving a preference to 
those on a western or northern slope. 
Around this selected tree they raise a plat- 
form, and commence to fell it. In felling 
it, they take care that it shall fall towards 
the base of the slope, and thus, in its fall, 
carry all bofore it. Having cleared a space 
oi some 300 feet long by 40 feet broad, and 
freed it from all brushwood, they commence 
planting. In three months the plants be- 
gin to appear; after about 20 months the 
piants have reached a height of five teet, 
and in six months later, that is 26 months 
after the first sowing, the first clusters of 
flowers begin to appear. During this 
period the ground is kept constantly clear 
of weeds. Six months (October) after 
flowering, the first crop is ready for pick- 
ing, but a full crop is not obtained till the 
following year. These plantations are kept 
up for six or seven years, when the soil 
having become exhausted, fresh ground is 
again cleared. The harvesting is attended 
with some amount of suffering, as the grass 
which springs up around the cardemom 


plants cats likea knife, and large leeches ° 


are very abundant. The capsules, when 
picked, are packed in bags and carried to 
the villages, a distance, frequently, of ten 
to twelve miles. Some families have been 
known to collect cardamoms to the value 
of 600 to 1,000 rupees per annum.

Oxidizing Silver. 

Dr. Ellsner says that there are two dis- 
tinct shades in use, one produced by chlo- 
ride, which has a brownish tint, and the 
other by sulphur, which has a bluish: black 
tint. To produce the former, it is only nec- 
essary to wash the article with a solution of 
sal-ammoniac; a much more beautiful tint 
may, however, be obtained, by employing a 
solution composed of equal parts of sulphate 
of copper and gal-ammoniacin vinegar. The 
tine black tint may be produced by a slight- 
ly warm solution of sulphuret of potassium 
or sodium,

Since the day in 1865 when John D, 
Rockafeller, a small commission merchant 
on one of the river streets, and Samuel An- 
drews, an English day laborer, decided ta 
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go into the oil business, it has been known 
in a general way that the city has increased 
many tens of thousands in inhabitants, and 
the business many millions annually in 
money. Butso quiet has been every move- 
ment and so little has been said from this 
point in regard to it that few people realize 
the vastness of the corporation here at 
home, or that a large part of the city’s 
growth is owing toit. It has only been a 
means of advantage and profit to Cleve- 
land, Individual refiners, to be sure, have 
been crushed out and bought up, and an 
occasional individual howl has gone up, 
but itis in Pennsylvania and New York 
principally that the iron hand of monopoly 
has been felt griping the throat of busi- 
ness, and it is accordingly in the State 
Legislatures and Boards of Trade of those 
States that the principal agitation against 
the growing corporation has been heard. 

Most businesses thrive by advertising; the 
Standard Oil Company never. Most busi- 
nesses desire notoriety; the Standard has 
gained it and does not like it. Most cor- 
porations and manufacturing establish- 
ments pay largely for magazine and news- 
paper articles, illustrating their wonderful 
capacity for the work in hand; tbe Stand- 
ard takes every precaution to preveut this; 
it guards the secret of its craft as the miser 
does the hoarded treasures of his strong 
box; it takes pride in the magnitude of its 
works, but it is silent pride and gloated 
over as the ducats of monopoly are counted 
and the enormous dividends are awarded 
from month to month. 


Samuel Andrews, the day-laborer of fif- 
teen years ago, has retired from the corpo- 
tion at the age of 40, and is just completing 
a palatial residence on Euclid Avenue 
which eclipses any of the baronial castles 
of mediaeval times, and has the delectable 
prospect before him of clipping the cou- 
pons from Government bonds for a liveli- 
hood for the remainder of his natural days. 
It is estimated that it will cost at least $500 
a week to rup his new establishment. The 
prophecy has been made over and over 
again that the great corporation would 
some day collapse, and there are those who 
think that Mr. Andrews at times shared 
these fears, and, being already possessed 
of millions, and having a favorable oppor- 
tunity to retire, he chose to do so. The 
acquisition of his wealth—so rapid, so easy, 
so enormous—must seem to him like the 
dreams induced by Oriental narcotics or 
the vaporous visions of an Aladdin's lamp. 

But the Standard will not collapse so 
long as its Alexander the Great—its Crom- 
well—remains at its head. John D. Rock- 
afeller has built it up, has fostered every 
part of its growth, understands its work- 
ings in every particular, and from what he 
has done and can do, it is safe to conclude 
that nothing can check materially the on- 
sweeping, all grasping power of the cor- 
poration. Should he be removed by death 
or otherwise, and the commend transferred 
to his generals or to any successor, it 
would in all probability not long continue. 
Mr. Rockafeller is the life of the whole in- 
stitution. He looks after the minutest de- 
tails. He has his index finger ever on its 
pulse. Beit by day or by night: be ita 
question of the rise or fall, to the minutest 
part of a cent, in the price of the crude or 
manufactured product; be it a question of 
purchase or sale—he is consulted and gives 
his vigorous and instant decision. When 
he isin doubt hesays nothing. A tele- 
graph instrument inthe room adjoining 
his sleeping apartment is manned day and 
night, so that he can be instantaneously 
reached in case of emergency. When in this 
city he is mostly at his residence on 
Euclid Avenue. He occasionally goes to 
the general office and occasionally to the 
works on Broadway. But he keeps very 
clese as a general thing and of late spends 
a good deal of time in New York. I was 
told by agentleman who has lived with- 
in a block and a half of him here for two 
years past that he never yet saw Mr. 
Rockafeller, although he really had a cu- 
riosity todoso. Heissaid to be a quite 
constant attendantat the First Baptist 
Church, however, when in the city, and 
possibly the gentleman's curiosity might be 
gratified by purchasing a pew in that 
church and getting on the good side of the 

sexton. That Mr. Rockafeller Is one of the 


greatest men at present in the business 
world those who have had anything to do 
with him are anxious to admit. He has 
had a more even and reputable career than 
Jay Gould and is probably next to him in 
wonderful foresight and business capacity. 
The younger Vanderbilt does not compare 
with him. The ambition of his life is said 
to be to devote a large portion of his for- 
tune, when he gets time to consider the 
matter, to some great charitable institution 
connected with the Baptist Church. He 
will probably build and endow a college 
some time and connect with it a grand 
theological school.—Cleveland Letler in the 
Chicago Tribune. 

We must dissent from this §correspond- 
ent’s estimate of Mr.jRockefeller’s career as 
compared with|that of Mr. Gould. We 
are aware that the latter has been engaged 
in many transactions which might do vio- 
lence to the principles of a thoroughly 
conscientous business man, but we know 
of no act of his which compares in its dis- 
regard of the rights of others and of all 
laws human and divine with some of the 
operations of the Standard Oil Co. If Mr. 
Rockafeller is the presiding genius of that 
company he is evidently a ‘‘ wickeder man 
than old Gould.” It is a noble ambition 
which prompts Mr. Rockafeller to spend 
his money upon charitable and theological 
institutions. We have no reason for as— 
suming that St. Peter is venal, but if he 
is we have no doubt that Mr. Rockafeller 
and his partners will accomlipsh that task 
which, in more righteous days than these, 
was declared to be more difficult than for 
a camel to pass through the eys of a 
needle.

Cananga, or Ylang-Ylang Oil. 

The American Journal of Pharmacy pub- 
lishes the following translation by Fred 
B. Power, of an article in the Archiv der 
Pharm., by Prof. F. A. Fluckiger, on this 
now celebrated oil : 

The tree whose flowers furnish the oil 
known under the name of Ylang-Ylang, or 
Alanguilan, is Cananga odorata, Hooker 
fil. and Thomson, from the family of An- 
onaceae, for which reason it is also termed 
in many price lists Oleum Anonae, or 
Oleum Unonae. It is not known to the 
author whether the tree can be identified 
in the old Indian and Chinese literature; 
in the Occident it was first named ‘Arbor 
Saguisan,” by Ray, and was so called at 
thattimein Lucon. Rumph gave a de- 
tailed description of the Bonga Cananga 
(Tsjampa of the Javanese), as the Malayan 
designation of the tree is expressed. 
Rumph’s illustration, however, is faulty. 
Lamarck has made further short reports 
thereon under Canang odorant and Uvaria 
odorata. According to Roxburgh, the 
plant was brought in 1797 from Sumatra to 
the botanical garden of Calcutta. Dunal 
gave of Uvaria odorata, or properly Unona 
odorata, as corrected by himself, a some- 
what more detailed description in his 
‘*Monographie de la famille des Anon- 
acees,” which is chiefly a repetition of the 
statements of Rumph. 

We are finally indebted for a very fine 
illustration of the Cananga odorata to the 
magnificent Flora Javae of Blume. 
That the illustration is correct may be uc- 
cepted from the fact of the author's having 
seen numerous specimens of the Cananga 
by Le Candolle in Geneva, also in the her- 
barium of Delessert. The unjustifiable 
appellation Unona odoratissima, which has 
passed inaccurately enough into many 
writings, originated with Blanco, who, by 
his description of the intense perfume of 
the flowers, which in a closed sleeping 
apartment produces headache, permitted 
himself to be drawn to the employment of 
the superlative odoratissima. Baillon des- 
ignates as Canangium the section of the 
genus Uvaria, from which he contends the 
Ylang-Ylang tree should not be separated 
The notice of Maximowicz, “Ueber den 
Ursprung des Parfums Ylang-Ylang,” con- 
tains only a confirmation of the derivatton 
ot the same from Cananga. 

Cananga odorata is a tree attaining a 
height of 60 feet, with few but richly ram- 
ified branches, The leaves which are ar- 
ranged in two rows, on short petioles and 
longly pointed, attain a length of 18 cen- 
timeters anda breadth of about 7om.; 
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the surface of the leaf is somewhat firm, 
and only on the under side, along the 
nerves, slightly downy. The beautiful 
and imposing flowers amount to as many 
as four, upon short pedicels. The three 
lobes of the leathery calyx are finally 
turned back. The six lanceolate flat pe- 
tals grow to a length of 7 cm. and a width 
of about 12 millimeters, are longitudinally 
nerved, of a greevish color, and, when 
dried, dark brown. The somewhat bell- 
shaped, gracefully declining flowers, pre- 
senta guite pretty aspect, although the 
flowers of other related plants are far 
more attractive. 

The filaments of Cananga are very num- 
erous; the somewhat elevated receptacle is 
flatly depressed at the vertex. The green, 
berry-like fruit consists of from 15 to 20 
distinct carpels, on rather long pedicels, 
and enclosing from 3 {to 8 seeds, arranged 
in two rows. The umbel-like inflorescence 
is situated in the axils of the leaves, or 
arises from the nodes of leafless branches. 
| The fleshy portion of the fruit is sweetish 
and aromatic; the flowers possess the most 
excellent perfume which is often compared 
with the hyacirth, narcissus and clove 

Cananga odorata, according to Hooker 
and Thomson and Bentham and Hooker, 
is the only species of this genus; the 
plants, which were formerly classed to- 
gether with it under the name of Unona 
or Uvaria. and of which some likewise have 
flowers possessing a pleasant odor, are re- 
tained in these two genera, which are quite 
rich in species. From Uvaria the Cananga 
is distinguished by the valvate corolla, and 
from Unona by the double-rowed arrange- 
ment of the seed. 

Cananga odorata is distributed through- 
out entire Southern Asia, but princi- 
pally as a cultivated plent. In the 
primitive forest the tree grows much 
higher, but the flowers, according to 
Blum, are almost odorless. In its habitus 
Cananga resembles Michelia champaca, 
Lin., nat. ord. Magnoliaceae, a tree of 
India much admired on account of the 
very pleasant odor of its yellow flowers. 
Among the flowers which exhale a pleasant 
perfume, and to which the Javanese in this 
respect are much accustomed, those to 
which the preference is giver by them, are 
in the first line the ‘‘Tjempaka,” Michelia 
champaka, and the ‘*Kenaugga wangi,” Ca- 
nanga odorata. 

Itis not known to the author whether 





the oil of Cananga was _ prepared 
in former times; it appears’ to 
have first reached Europe about 


1864, and in Paris and London its choice 
fragrance found full recognition, The 
very small amounts which were first im- 
ported from the Indian Archipelago were 
soon followed by somewhat larger consign- 
ments from Manilla, where German phar- 
macists occupied themselves with the dis- 
tillation of the oil. 


Oscar Reymann and Adolph Rousch, in 
Manilla, exhibited the Ylang-Ylang oil at 
Paris in 1878; the former had also in addi- 
tion the Cananga flowers themselves. The 
oil, standing by the side of the flowers of 
the previously mentioned Michelia cham- 
paca, competes with the Cananga oil, or 
Ylang-Yiang oil, in respect to fragrance. 
To what extent the latter has found favor 
is diffficult to judge, although the reduc- 
tion in price which the same has experi- 
enced would speak, probably for a some- 
what larger demand; at present it is to be 
had in Germany for about 600 marks (150 
dollars) per kilogram.* As the Cananga 
tree may be cultivated very easily in all 
warmer countries, and is probably every- 
where provided with the same delightful 
fragrance of the flowers, it must be pos- 
sible to furnish the oil much cheaper, al- 
though the amount cbtained 1s always quite 
small (25 gramsof oil from 5 kilograms of 
flowers according to Reymann). It is a 
question whether the tree would not flour- 
ish, for example in Algeria, where already 
so many exotic perfume plants are culti- 
vated. 

According to Guibourt, the Macassar oil, 
which was at one time highly prized in 
Europe asa hair oil, is cocoanut oil di- 





*According to information furnished by Mr 
Reymann, there are annually consumed in Paris* 
Nizza and Grasse about 200 kilograms, in London 
about 50 kilograms, and as much in Germany 
(Leipsic, Berlin, Frankfurt). 
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gested with the flowers of Cananga odorata 
and Michelia champaca, and cvlored yel- 
low by means of curcuma. In India, 
ointments of this kind have een ia use 
for a very long time. 

The name Cananga 1s found, moreover, 
also in Germany, in former times. An 
Oleum destillatum Canangae is mentioned 
by the Leipsic apothecary J. H. Linck, 
under ‘“einigen neuen Exoticis,” in the 
“Sammlung von Natur und Medicin-, wie 
auch hierzn gehorigen Kunst- und Liter- 
atur-Geschicten, so Anno 1719 in Schlesien 
und anderen Landers begeben,” Leipzig 
and Bnudissin, 1719. As, however, the 
fruit of the same tree, which was sent at 
the same time with this Cananga oil, is 
described by Linck as exceptionally bit- 
ter, it cannot probably here refer to the 
present Cavanga odorata, the fruit 
pulp of which is emphatically des- 
ignated by Rumph and by Blume as 
sweetish. Furthermore, an Oleum Ca- 
nangae, camel straw oil, held a place, in 
1765, in the tax of Bremen and Verden, 
It may remain undecided whether this oil 
was really derived from camel straw, from 
the beautiful grass Andropogon laniger. 

From a chemical standpoint, the Cananga 
oil has become of interest through the in- 
formation furnished by Gal that 1t contains 
benzoic acid, and without doubt in the 
form of a compound ether. As well as the 
author remembers the literature of the vo- 
latile oils at the moment, this occurrence 
of an ether of benzoic acid in nature is an 
isolated one (not considering Peru balsam 
and Tolu balsam), although of itself it 
cannot be surprising, and presumably will 
be cften detected. The author induced 
Mr. Adolf Convert to examine the Ylang- 
Ylamg oil in this direction. The oil does 
not change litmus paper moistened with 
alcohol; at 170 deg. C., (333 F.) a small 
portion distilled over, but the mercury rose 
gradually to 290 deg. C., (554 deg. F.), and 
at a still higher temperature decomposition 
took place. That the portions which passed 
over below 29) deg. C. had a strongly 
acid reaction pointed already to the pres- 
ence of compound ethers. Mr. Convert 
boiled 10 grams of the oil with 20 grams 
of alcohol and 1 gram of caustic po- 
tassa for one day in a flask pro- 
vided with an inverted condenser. The 
alcohol was finally removed by distillation, 
the residue supersaturated with dilute 
sulphuric acid, and together with much 
water subjected to distillation until the 
distillate scarcely showed an acid reaction. 
Tho liquid which had passed over was 
neutralized with barium carbonate, and 
the filtrate concentrated, whereupon it 
furnished crystals which were recognized 
as nearly pure acetate. The acid residue, 
which contained the potassium sulphate, 
was then shaken with ether; after the 
evaporation of the latter there remained a 
crystalline mass of an acid reaction, which 
assumed a violet color with ferric chloride. 
This reaction, which is probably to be at- 
tributed to a phenol, was not shown after 
the crystalline mass had Leen recrystal- 
lized from boiling water; the aqueous solu- 
tion of the purified crystalline scales then 
gave with ferric chloride simply a slight 
flesh-colored precipitate. Tae crystals 
melted at 120 deg, C, (248 F.) 

For the confirmation that the substance 
was benzoic acid, Mr. Convert boiled the 
same with water and oxide Of silver, and 
dried the scales on cooling over sulphuric 
acid. 0-0312 gram of the crystals gave 
upon combustion 0:0147 gram of silver, or 
471 per cent ; benzoate of silver contains 
46°6 per cent. of metal; the crystals were 
accordingly, in fact, benzoate of silver. 
For the separation of the alcoholic con- 
stituent, which is present apparently in 
not very considerable amount, in the form 
of a benzoic ether, much more Ylang oil 
would be required. 

























































































































Besides the benzoic ether and asupposed 
above-mentioned pheaol, an aldehyd or 
ketone is also indicated in the Ylang oi), in 
so far as by shaking the latter with acil 
sodium sulphite the formation of a very 
small amount of crystals was observed. 
That Gal did not obtain the same must re- 
main unexplained. Like the benzoic acid, 
the acetic acid is also undoubtedly present 
in the Cananga oil in the form of a com~ 
pound etber.

The demand for nearly all the paints and colors 
is quite brisk at the moment, but as prices have 
remained at the present low figures for so long a 
time, buyers haye become indifferent and will 
only make purchases to fill their immediate 
needs. There have been no important changes in 
quotations the past week, and though prices are 
for the most part steady, there is no upward 
inclination with the possible exception of red 
lead and litharge. There is no change to be 
noted in the position of white lead. The same 
figures are named, though during the week the 


price of the pig metal has declined about éc per 


lb. The Paris green market is inactive, but 
holders are maintaining quotations expecting an 
improved businevs in the near future. There 
are no special features in the other lines. 


White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 


Pig lead has again declined without any appa- 


rent reason, though various rumors as to the 
cause are current. It is thought by some that 
the termination of a litigation that has been in 
progress for some time will release a large stock 
that will now come on the market. 
rumor is to the effect that there are holders who, 
not having realized as soon as they expeeted, are 
now anxious to get out, and the market has been 
depressed with this in view. 
last there were sales of 400 tons common at 
4144@4 55c, but during the remainder of the week 
the market has been quiet and closes with 44¢e 
nominally quoted for common. 

The demand for white lead in oil continues 
brisk and City corroders are receiving orders for 
all they can turn out, leaving no surplus for out- 
side wants. Nevertheless, prices do not improve, 
and the prices quoted in our last are still current. 
Western lead in oil can be bought at 634c, burwWe 
do not learn of much offering, and it receives 
little attention here at present. For City dry 
lead the nominal quotation is 634c, but there is 
none offering so far as we can learn. Western 
dry has sold here at 63g@6\%c, and it is thought 
that a shade less than the inside price will buy, 
but there is very little inquiry except at figures 
holders are not prepared to entertain. 

American oxide of zinc has been in improved 
demand the past week, and the market is firmer, 
though prices have not quotably changed. For 
French there is a good jobbing demand, and 
prices are steadily maintained.

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

The demand for the red pigments has continued 
during the past week but still there is not much 
enquiry for large lots for prompt delivery or for 
contract. Stocks of most of the reds are mod- 
erate while some are very light, particularly red 
lead and litharge which, although the crude ma- 
terial is declining, are very firmly held, and, in 
fact, havean advancing tendency. The market 
for American vermilion is still unsettled, but 


lower prices than those which have been ruling 
for some months past. Poor qualities are offer- 
ed at extremely low prices. 


Red lead is not obtainable for delivery sooner 
than two weeks from date of order and some 
manufacturers will not contract to deliver under 
three or four weeks. The demand continues 
good though there is not much call for anything 
above 5 tons, and most of the orders are for 
smaller quantities. There is a firm tone to the 
market and the lowest price we hear named is 
6i4c while 6i¢c is generally paid for the jobbing 
lots changing hands. Sales of fifteen tons are 
reported at 64@6\¢c principally at the outside

Shortly after our 


Litharge 1s in the same position as at the date 
of our last. There is not much procurable for 
prompt delivery and a very firm feeling pre- 
vails notwithstanding the break in the price of 
pig lead. The demand is far in excess of the 
supply and nearly all manufacturers are many 
weeks behind their orders. The general quota- 
tions are 6@6'4c but there are still some lots 
than can be picked up at 5344@5%ec. The report- 
ed transactions are ten tons at 534c and 30 tons 
at 574@61'4c mostly for forward deiivery. 

Orange mineral sells well in a small way, Am- 
erican fmade being the most inquired for, al- 
though some kinds of imported are to be had at 
lower figures. The stock of domestic for prompt 
delivery is limited and manufacturers do not ap- 
pear anxious to make sales, having apparently 
all they can do to fill ordersin hand, Thereis a 
fair inquiry for German and sales are making at 
734@8c. Large lots could probably be bought 7i4c 
English has some demand and is offered at 844@ 
8%c. Of American we note sales of 8 tons at 
814@8%e as to quantity. We do not hear of 
any movement in French beyond a few retai 
sales from store at 124%c. Large sales would be 
made at 12c and possibly Kc less. 

Quicksilver vermilion is in demand, though 
there isno movement in a large way as yet, the 
sales being confined to lots of 500 1bs and less. 
There is a firm tone to the market and prices 
have undergone no change. The transactions 
reported aggregate 6000 lbs, in bags, at 55@5744c 
as to quantity, and 1000 lbs, in bulk, at 54c. We 
quote 57% for lots of less than 500 Ibs in 30 and 
50 Ib bags, 55c for 500 lbs and over in 30 and 50 
lb bags, and 1c per lb less in bulk packages of 100 
Ibs and more. 

American vermilion is much the same as when 
we last wrote. There is a fair demand for job- 
bing parcels and for these 12@12\c is generally 
demanded. For large lots there is no inquiry at 
present, the principal buyers having supplied 
their wants earlier in the season. The offerings 
of poor grades at low prices has a demoralizing 
effect on the market, but manufacturers are not 
disposed to accept less than 1134@12c for pure 
scarlet, in large lots. Low qualities are procur- 
able at from 1144c down to 10c, according to 
color and grade, We hear of sales of 12 tons, in 
lots, at 1134@124ce as to quantity. 

Artificial vermilion still has a brisk demand, 
being taken, by many buyers, in’ preference to 
either of the other kinds. There isa firm tone to 
the market, although prices vary according to 
make and quantity. 

Carmine sells fairly, though mostly in lots of 
less than 25 lbs. Buyers do not care to lay in 
large stocks at present, prefering to make pur- 
chases as their requirements necessitate. There 
has been no change in prices, and the market 
closes firm. We hear of sales to the extent of 
250 Ibs at $5@5 25, principally at the latter price.

Annual Meeting of the Petroleum 
Exchange. 


The annual meeting of the Petroleum Exchange 
was held at its rooms yesterday afternoon. Pres- 
ident Geo. H. Lincoln, who presided, opened the 
proceedings with some well-chosen remarks, 
reviewing the general prosperity of the country 
during the past year, which was, he said, without 
precedent in the history of these States. The 
statistics of trade in the United States for 1880 
constituted an interesting and instructive theme 
for study, as indicating the future possibilities of 
this great commonwealth, whose recent industrial 
and commercial growth and development were 
at once the source of gratification to ourselves 
and of the wonder and admiration of foreigners.

culative article. The establishment of an office 


here for the renewal of certificates by the United 
Pipe Lines had been of great advantage to the 
New York Exchange, placing it on an equality 
with the exchanges in the Regions, over which 
we had, by reason of being at the financial center 
of the country, advantages which could not be 
overcome. Alluding briefly to the recent tele- 
graph consolidation he expressed the belief that 
the various oil exchanges of the country should 
unite and construct lines for the better and 
cheaper service of the oil trade. The condition 
of crude could not be regarded as encouraging, 
if supply and demand were permitted to control 
the markets. The daily average production for 
the year had been about 75,000 bbls. and the 
stock in pipe lines, private tanks and at the wells 
now amounted to 25,000,000 bbls. He regretted 
that the manufacture of nitro-glycerine was not 
among the lost arts. and that Col. Roberts's tor- 
pedo had not died with its inventor. The average 
daily consumption of oil was equal to about 
45.000 bbls. of crude. Mr. Lincoln made a num- 
be? of pertineut and practical suggestions rela- 
tive to the affairs of the Exchange and closed by 
thanking the members for the honor which they 
had conferred upon him of presiding over them 
for two years and assuring taem of ‘his high es- 
teem and zealous efforts in behalf of the inter- 
ests wh'ch they held in common. 

The report of the secretary, Mr. 8. F. Strong, 
showed the active membership of the Exchange 
to be 200 now against 91 a yearago. Therehad 
been 26 meetings of the Exchange and 18 
meetings of the Board of Directors, during the 
year, the objects of which were stated in the 
report. Only room No, 1of the offices belong- 
ing to the Exchange had been rented for the 
coming year, and numbers 2 and 3 were await- 
ing suitable tenants. 

The treasurer reported receipts during the year 
$28,000, expenditures $4,800, and a balance on 
hand of $29,000, The large receipts were due to 
the advance in the price of memberships, and 
large sales of certificates to which that advance 
had led.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 











TUESDAY EVENING, May 3, 1881. 


The market for ¢rude certificates has been 
rather tame throughout the week with the ten 
dency of prices toward a decline. The market 
opened on Wednesday at 867c, after which there 
was a steady decline to 8344 which was the pre- 
vailing figure during the afternoon, and at which 
the market closed. Thursday showed more stead- 
iness the range being 82144@83%4c, and for that 
day and the next 834c was the more general 
quotation. On Saturday there were some tran: 
sactions at ‘8334c and yesterday there was a 


further drop, the closing price being 
805gc- To-day the the ruling prices have been 


80@805¢c, closing at the former. The condition 
of affairs in the regions must continue to depress 
prices on crude, as jthe production is maintained 
at something like 100 per cent. above the current 
consumption, with no cessation in the develop- 
ment of new territory. The average daily pipe 
runs for April were 79,529 bbls, and the ship- 
ments for the regions were 38,269 bbls. 

Refiners were firm on their product at 8c all 
through the week, while export buyers were 
bidding up to 7c, and on Friday raised their 
ideas to 8c, at which large sales were made on 
that and the following day. Several cargoes 
for Philadelphia delivery were also taken at 734c. 
Yesterday there was very little demand, export- 
ers having filled all their pressing orders and 
scarcely making bids. To-day, refiners reduced 
their asking price to 77c, and this would prob- 
ably not be shaded on a plump bid. Cases have 
sold to a very fair extent, on a basis of 11@114c 
for plain brands of regular two-five low tops. 

The home trade continues demoralized, owing 
to the competition between the independent 
refiners and the Standard ring. Anything above 
export price will be accepted by most sellers, and 
a truckload can be bought at about 
as low a price as a lighter-load. 150% water 
white has been sold by the Standard at 1le in 


Hartford, and the outsiders are meeting its fig- 


ures wherever they seek trade. This reduction 
Was occasioned by some offerings of outside 
makés in that market, the Standard, until re- 
cently, having held control of the interior 
New England markets. Its hold, however, is 
being broken in every section. 

Naptha and gasoline are in much the same posi- 
tion, as home trade oil and our quototions are 
largely noniinal.

Tests for Lubricating Oils. 


Tests for the several desirable qualities 
of lubricating oils are rather more numer- 
ous than the brands of oil, but the objec- 
tion to many of them is their complicated 
nature and the difficulty of arriving at 
accurate results without the aid-of special 
machinery such as few dealers or consum- 
ers possess. M. Ortolan, the chief engi- 
neer of the French Navy, has recently pub- 
lished a report upon the qualities of lubri- 
cating oils, which is, we fancy, very inter- 
esting, though we have not yet received the 
original, and the translations of portions 
appearing in our exchanges lack the clear- 
ness necessary to determine their value. 
One item which has ,come to our notice of 
a test of oils. The translation says, ‘first, 
equal parts of soda and crystals,” by which, 
we presume, equal parts of water and soda 
in crystals is meant, ‘are mixed and a 
small quantity of this solution is put into 
a glass tube, and an equal quantity of the 
oil to be tested is added, after which the 
tube 1s turned over five or six times. If 
the oil is pure, it will detach itself in small 
brilliant globules; if, on the other hand, 
a curdy and sticky deposit is formed, it 
proves that the oil contains free fatty‘acids. 
The amount of acids is then ascertained by 
other means. The same gentleman has 
made some considerable experiments with 
the piston of an engine that had been but 
little used, and which was placed at his 
disposal to determine the action of differ- 
ent vils. One of the pistons was lubricated 
with olive oil, containing 7 per cent: of 
free acid; and a fellow piston with the same 
oil, neutialized and refined, and conse- 
quently free from acid. At the end of 
eight months, the piston which had been 
lubricated with the impure oil, was covered 
by a dark brown grease, which adhered 
much to the metal. Analyzed, this proved 
to contain 614 per cent of iron; the neutral 
oil had become yellow and a little thick, 
but did not contain a trace of iron. The 
same experiments repeated on other 
machines, both in summer and winter, 
gave exuctly the same results. The quality 
of the oil has naturally a great influence 
upon the power transmitted by the mach- 
ine; thus, in a steam ironclad, having 
engines indicating 4,500 horse-power, a bad 
oil caused an extra consumption of four 
hundred weight of fuel per hour.”

The ammonias ure still held firmly, owing to 
the scarcity of raw material.

Adulteration of Aniline Colors. 

Whenever an article of large commercial 
importance is high in price, it usually fol- 
lows that disreputable dealers do not scru- 
ple to adulterate the goods with cheap and 
worthless ingredients, There is scarcely an 
article of trade which is not to a greater or 
less extent adulterated or imitated in such 
a manner as almost to defy detection even 
by experts. This freedom from discovery 
opens the door to these dishonest practices, 
and not a tew have been always ready to 
avail themselves of the opportunity thus to 
gain a fortune easily and quickly. It has 
long been known that aniline colors have 
beeu one of the class of goods to receive its 
full share of attention in this direction, but 
the methods by which the adulteration was 
brought about have not been so cleur. ‘The 
first that was known defipitely on the sub- 
ject was when anilines were at their high- 
est, shortly after their introduction. A 
certain Boston house with a large business

Again, it is entirely soluble in water or al- 
cohol, and therefore escapes detection in 
that way. It is harmless in its action, but 
is entirely without coloring properties 
and therefore worthless. It costs nothing 
at the source of supply, and the only ex- 
penses attending it, therefore, are the in- 
cidental ones of freight and duty, with 
possibly some other slight charges. This 
powder is brought here and mixed with 
goods which are repack3d in this country. 
It is not thought much of if the adul- 
teration is carried on in Europe, at 
least in the goods which come to ‘us 
from the best makers in cans with the 
manufacturers label on the can, as the 
competition is so great among manufac- 
turers that quality must be maintained. 
It is done mostly in our seaboard cities 
where Jarge quantities ot anilines are im- 
ported in bulk and ropacked by dealers, 
who use their own name in so doing. 
Reputation is not then so much of an ob- 
ject, and the result is a large quantity of 
adulterated American packed anilines. 
There is no method within the reach of the 
dyer for detecting this fraud, as it can 
only be discovered by careful chemical 
analysis, but each dyer is able to judge of 
the quality and quantity of the work done 
by the goods he buys, and may therefore, 
by experiment, fix upon some brand which 
gives entire satisfaction. By far the safest 
rule in buying aniline colors is to purchase 
only from European makers or their agents 
here of known reliability, and in the origi- 
nal can packages put up by the house 
abroad; then -uyers may be reasonably 
certain of getting what they pay for.

The conclusion of the Surgeon- 
general of the Indian medical department 
on May 16th, 1877, was that in the qninetum 
‘*we possess a remedy perfectly suitable in 
the treatment of an enormously large per- 
centage of the ordinary intermittant feve:

out the presidency.” Consequently he di- 
rected that only one-quarter of the usual 
indent for quinine should be drawn, and 
that the remaining three-fourths shouid be 
made up with the Sikkim cinchona febri- 
fuge. He strongly recommended that a 
similar rule should be adopted for the in 

dents of all government dispedsaries. This 
recommendation was subsequently adopted. 
Out of 1,819 cases, 1,752, or 96 per cent. were 
cured, in an average time of under three 
days, with average doses of from 8 to 5 
grains at atime, amounting in all to 46 
grains for each case. 


A complaint was made tnat the quinetum 
had the effect of producing nausea, but it 
was found by experiments conducted at the 
Hague by Dr. van Tienhoven at the request 
of Dr. de Vrij that, if administered in doses 
not exceeding 10 grains (w hich includes two 
grains of an amorphous alkaloid producing 
the nauses) it has no unpleasant effect. It 
is easy to remove the nauseating principle 
from the quinetum, but this amorphous al- 
kaloid is itself a perfect febrifuge, it is 
thoroughly inocuous if not administered in 
too large doses, and therefore Dr, de Vrij 
was of the opinion that it is. not desirable 
to increase the cost of production by elimin- 
ating it. 

Dr. Vinkbuizen, the physician to his maj- 
ty the king of the Netherlands, has admin- 
istered quinetum, and could observe no dif- 
ference betwen its action and that of guin- 
ine. 





Preserving Hygroscopic Substances 

Mr. R. Kirsten, of Hamburg, in a commu- 
nication to the ‘Phar. Zeitung,” relates his 
experience with the use of lime as an agent 
to keep hygroscopic substancesz from actract- 
ng moiature. He says: “The use of lime 
for this purpose is not new, but it is not 
neariy as much employed as it deserves, I 
used it for about 10 years with such success 
that I have constructed, during that time, 
five larger and smaller drying-boxes. Sime 
of these serve for temporary driers, others 
for the permanent keeping of hygroscopic 
substances. In accordance with this object, 
some of them are placed in the dispensing 
department, others in the store-room, or in 
the garret. The largest has a height of 
about 28 inches, and is 40 inches square; the 
others are about 24 inches long, 20 inches 
high, and 20 inches wide. They are made 
of heavy wood, covered with a tight lid, and 
are lined with sheet zinc. Upon the bottom 
of each box, according to its size, are placed 
15 to 100 kilos of burnt lime, and upona 
false bottom, laid over this, the substances 
to be preserved, which are best kept in high 
narrow vessels, lahelled on the cover (of 
course, they must be labelled so that no mis 
take can be made by a misplacement of a 
cover.) All those vessels may be closed 
either with cork or giaes stoppers, since it is 
a matter of common experience that there 
is hardly any kind of stopper which could 
alone be trusted to hermetically close a 
vessel, 

One filling is enough for nearly a year, 
since the lime, even after crumbling to 
pieces, still retains its absorbent power for 
along time. It is evident that such dryin 
boxes are much cheaper than those whicb 
constantly require heat, not reckoning the 
additional advantage that they can be car” 
ried about and placed anywhere, And, as 
regards efficiency, they are far ahead of 
heated driers. Not only may substances 
which contain volatile ingredients be per- 
fectly dried and kept so without loss, but 
even the drying itself is carried much furth. 
er, and is much more perfect than in the 
others. 

The author states that dry extracts may 
be preserved in these boxes in a pulverulent 
form for years, notwithstanding that they 
are frequently taken out for the purposes of 
dispensing. Effervescing powders may be 
kept ready mixed, and put in paper packages 
without ever becoming damp. If squill, 
saffron, cardamom, opium, vanilla, etc , are 
for some time kept in these boxes, they be- 
come #0 brittle that they may be readily

picker carries, and are then spread out in 
the drying yard, called matucancha, and 
carefully dried inthe sun. The dried leaf 
is called coca. The drying yard is formed 
of slate flags called pizarra, and when the, 
leaves are thoroughly dry they are sown 
up in cestos or sacks, made of banana 
leaves, of twenty pounds each, strength- 
ened by an exterior covering of bayeta, or 
cloth. They are also packed in tambores 
of fifty pounds each, pressed tightly down. 

Dr. Poeppig reckoned the profits of a coca 
farm to be 45 per cent. The harvest is 

greatest ina hot, moist situation, but the 

leaf generally considered the best flavored 

by consumers, grows in dryer parts on the 

sides of hills. The greatest care is required 

in the drying; for too much sun causes 

the leaves to dry up and loose their flavor, 

while if packed up moist they become 

foetid. They are generally exposed to the: 
sun in thin layers. 

‘In the district of Sandia, in Caravaya, 
there are two kinds of coca, that of Ypara 
and that of Hatunyunca, which has a 
larger leaf. The yield is 45,000 cestosa 
year. In the yungus of La Paz, 1n Bolivia, 
the yield is about 40,000 cestos. The coca 
trade is a government monopoly in Bo- 
livia, the state reserving the right of pur- 
chasing from the grower and re-selling to 
the consumer. ‘The right is generally 
farmed out to the highest bidder. 

“The approximate annual produce of 
coca in Peru is about 15,000,000 pounds, 
the average yield being about 800 pounds 
per acre. More than 10,000,000 pounds | 
are produced annually in Bolivia, accord- 
ing to Dr. Booth, of La Paz, so that the an- 
nual yield of coca throughout South Amer- 
ica including Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and 
Pasto may be estimated at more than 
30,000,000 pounds. At Tacna the tambor 
of 50 pounds is worth 9 to 12 dollars, the 
fluctuations in price being caused by the 
perishable nature of the article, which can- 
not be kept in stock for any length of time, 
The average duration of coca in a sound 
state on the coast is about five months. 
after which time it is said to lose its flavor, 


Benzoate of Calcium. 
BY JAMES T. SHINN. 
Having been requested to prepare some ben- 
zoate of calcium for a’ patient we at first made it 
extemperaneously by rubbing together the ben- 
zoic acid and carbonate of calcium with a little 
water until effervescence ceased, making a pill 
mass of the benzoate thus formed and dispensing 
itin gelatin capsules. As time was not always 
allowed for thorough combination, the formation 
of carbonic acid gas in the capsules sometimes 
caused them to swell and become distorted, and 
it was thought best to have the salt all ready 
prepared. The proportions of benzoic acid and 
calcium in the benzoate are 113 to 20, or of the 
crystallized acid and carbonate of calcium, 122 
to 50. Hence the following formula for its man- 
ufacture; 
Take of benzoic acid, . . 1952 grains. 
calcium carbonate, 800 grains. 
Boiling water . 4 pints, or q. s. 
Mix the acid and precipitated chalk thoroughly 
ina large mortar and add water gradually to al- 
low most of the carbonic acid to escape and pre- 
nt frothing over of the liquid. When the com- 
ination has taken place, or nearly so, the mass 
is transferred to a porcelain dish and dissolved in 
the remamder of the boiling water, with the ex- 
ception of aslight excess of carbonate of cal- 
cium. Filter, while hot, into a shallow dish, 
when crystals will form on cooling. The mother- 
liquors may be evaporated twice more and yield 
more crystals, the whole product being about 
2,220 grains. 

The salt is in feathery crystals, of asilky lustre, 
odorless, with but slight, rather alkaline, taste, 
and is soluble in about 24 partsof water. It may 
be dispensed either in capsules or solution, a very 
good form of the latter being: 

R. Calciibenzoat ..... 

Aque destillat ... . 
Syr. aurantil . . « « . 

M. Ft. mist. 

This makes a solution, by the aid of heat; con- 
taining 8 grains to half a fluid ounce, which is the 
usual dose. 

At ameeting of the County Medical Soclety 
Drs.

and is rejected by the Indians as worth- 
less.” 

Mr. Markham thus summarizes the uses 
of coca. Tea made from the leaves has 
much the taste of green tea, and if taken 
at night is much more effectual in keeping 
people awake. Applied externally, coca 
moderates the rheumatic pains caused by 
cold, and cures headaches. When used to 
excess it is like everything else, prejudi- 
cial to the health; yet of all the narcotics 
used by man, coca is the least injurious 
and the most soothing and invigorating. 

The author says he chewed coca, not 
constantly, but very frequently, from the 
day of his departure from Sandia, and, 
besides the agreeable soothing feeling it 
produced, he found that he could endure 
long abstinence from food with less incon- 
venience than he should otherwise have 
felt, and it enabled him to ascend precipi- 
tous mountain sides with a feeling of light- 
ness and elasticity and without losing 
breath. 



























than the other clays, all of which havea 
tendency to turn afarker color after having 
been exposed to the atmosphere for some 
little time. The Chinese call china clay 
kaolin. It is dug from the earth in China 
as well us in Japan, and is whiter and more 
unctious to the touch than any found in 
Europe. The bulk of our supply, how- 
ever, comes from England, where the 
manufacture of china clay is an immense 
industry. Some of the early ultramarine 
makers, however, gave the preference to 
Bordeaux clay,from which city it is brought, 
over any found in England. Within the 
past few years ultramarine has been ex- 
tensively used for coloring by paper mak-~ 
ers in lieu of smalts, a blue made from 
cobalt. Any material, therefore, like china 
clay, an earih, free from grit, must be very 
desirable. In fact the great bulk of china 
clay imported is used in paper manufac- 
ture, where it meets a variety of wants, 
but large quantities are used as adulter- 
ants, notably in cream of tartar, some 
manufacturers of this article buying it in 
fifty and one hundred ton lots. The im- 
ports of china clay are not as extensive at 
present as in former years, owing to the 
use of the Southern article, which is rap- 
idly growing in favor and taking the place 
of the imported. Large beds of this pe- 
culiar clay abound in various parts of the 
United States, but few are profitably 
worked, being too far removed from trans- 
portation lines to be brought to market at 
a reasonable cost.

China Clay. 

China clay takes its name from being 
the base of china and other pottery, and is 
of a fine, soft nature, free from grease, and 
bears a polish by simply rubbing the sur- 
face. When added in proper quantity to 
other materials used, it hardens and gives 
proper tenacity to paper, and enables it to 
take a smoother and finer gloss. Since 
the use of china clay in paper making, the 
enormous quantity dug and sold makes a 
large trade, It is also extensively used as 
a base for pigments, After well washing 
and grinding it forms a plastic paste to 
which any color may be easily added. The 
chrome yellows having this clay in con- 
junction with alum to strike the color on, 
soon shows the difference, being softer and 
lighter than the chromes usually sold, 
made from barytes and other minerals, 
which ure heavier and more difficult to 
dissolve and work up. (It also has an affin- 
ity to vegetable coloring matter in the 
manufacture of lakes. This is also found 
in other colors, such as purple, violet, &c., 
made from logwood and other dyewoods. 


An immense aeposit of china clay has 
recently been discovered at Bon Air, in 
Virginia, which is estimated to contain 
mavy million tons. The clay has been 
tested in the manufacture of fine brick, 
pottery, paper and other purposes, and is 
said to be superior to that found in New 
Jersey, it having stood a test in the neck 
of a steel furnace for over four days. Ef- 
forts are being made to develop the deposits,

The, Dye market for the week has shown a bet- 
ter feeling than for some time past, and more 
inquiry has prevailed, although no very large lots 
for consumption have changed hands. It is 
thought that the opening of canal navigation will 
have a further tendency to improve trade, though 
an active business is not looked for before the 
last of the month. The market, with one or two 
exceptions, is firm in tone, and holders are not 
inclined to make concessions, except upon large 
lots. Some speculative feeling on the part of 
outsiders has developed itself during the week in 
starch and gambier, but otherwise sales are of a 
jobbing nature. Aniline competition has so seri- 
ously affected certain articles of dye stuffs as vir- 
tually to exclude them from the market, and our 
quotations on many articles are therefore merely 
nominal, andJcan hardly be accepted as the bot- 
tom prices. 

Indigo continues firm, but no marked activity 
is to be noted in the market; sales making 
being for immediate consumption. The bulk 
of the new crop has arrived, and is about 1900 
ceroons Bengals below last year’s receipts. We 
get sales of 40 ceroons at $1 25@1 50. Guatema- 
las are inactive,the present spot stock is about 250 
ceroons, of which 200 is in second hands, The 
arrivals to date are 763 ceroons against 662 same 
time last year. Sales of 30 cases are reported 
during the week. Of the soft kinds little can be 
said. Trade is but fairly active and some 15 cas- 
es have changed hands. 

Cochineal remains without feature and only 
small sales aro making. Present spot stock is 
995 ceroons, of which 150 is Honduras in first 
hands, 170 via London, 600 Teneriffe and 
Mexican. Prices are weak and considerable con- 
cessions would doubtless be made on large lots. 

Cutch continues quiet, and sales making are 
purely of a jobbing nature, as lurge buyers are 
not in the market. The quoted price for prime is 
714@8c but there is talk of these prices having 
been shaded. The above is, however, about the 
figure at which prime could be purchased. We 
learn of sales of 100 cases at 8c. 

Gambier is again off and a decline to 35g with 
rumored sales at 34gc has occurred during 
the week. The decline is due to the large 
quantity arrived during the past two weeks, 
nearly 3000 tons having been received. This

fact has led to some speculative feeling and 
some lots have changed hands on that basis. We 


get sales of 300 tons at 3496@5%, and 1500 bales 
354@376. 

Sicily sumac has been in better demand for the 
week and some fifteen tons have sold at $80. 
Sales were, however, in small lots and for local 
consumption, The feeling is firm. True Virginia 
is still quoted at $45 and no special activity is 
noted. 

Fullers Earth isin fair demand but only small 
sales are making. We get sales of 50 bags at 95c 
and of 20 barrels powdered at 2\4c. 

Safllower which has been entirely inactive for 
a long time showed some activity during the 
week and 8 bales found sale at 8c. 

Logwood is without change since our last and 
only a small quantity has been sold. $18@30 is 
scill the range according to quality. 

Fustic is without feature. No large lots chang- 
ing hands. Sales made have been within 
$17@23. 

Aniline colors are moving quite freely in a job- 
bing way, but sales are all for immediate con- 
sumption. Prices are easy and tend somewhat 
in buyers’ favor. In another part of the paper 
will be found two articles upon aniline colors 
which may be of interest to our readers. 

Archil weed continues without change and re- 
ceipts are at present light. Owing to tue: careity 
of the weed prices continue firm and high. Only 
small lots have changed hands since our last, as 
the extract now almost entirely takes the place 
of the weed.

varnish factory of Messrs, Perrin, Payson 
& Co., Nos. 73 and 75 Little Twelfth street, 
in this city. The fire is said to have had 
its origin in the explosion of a_ boiling 
kettle, caused by the negligence of a work- 
man, though how this could well have oc- 
curred isa mystery, as it is well known 
that there is no danger from explosion in 
a boiling kettle where it is it is kept ata 
safe distance from the mixing room, there 
being nothing about boiling gum which 
will oxplode. It is therefore probable that 
ths fumes of some other material than gum 
came in contact with the fire and thus 
caused the explosion. The factory is said to 
have had twenty fires, which is doubtless 
overstated, as itis doubtful if there is a var- 
nish factory in this country which keeps that 
many fires lighted. There were said to be 
60,000 gallons of turpentine in stock, which 
would be a very heavy stock, and in view 
of the fact that the entire loss is estimated 
at about $30,000,is probably somewhat 
wide of the actual figures. Whether the 
firm had any insurance or not-is not 
known, but it is hoped that they have not 
sustained an irreparable loss.

Mr. Gewan’s Compliments to the 
Penvsylvania Road. 


Mr. Franklin B, Gowan, in an address 
before the creditors of the Reading Rail- 
road, and others interested in that corpo- 
ration and in his connection with it, at 
Philadelphia the other day, paid his re- 
spects to the Pennsylvania railroad people 
in language more forcible than flattering. 
We have space only for that portion of his 
address which ;referred directly to the oil 
traffic. In this connection he said, ‘the 
Yast oil fields of this state should have 
found in this port the great centre of man- 
ufacturing and refining. This important 
adjunct of the state’s industries, however 
has been, by the excessive overcharges of 
the Pennsylvania road, kept from this city. 
Twenty million dollars is the amount of 
freight rates the Pennsylvania company 
could have drawn annually from the trans- 
portation of oil from the oil basin to Phil- 
adelphia, but tne duplicity of the company 
reacted on itself when the pipe-line laid 
from McKean county to Williamsport 
brought in the Reading company as a 
carrier. The price was reduced by the 
Pennsylvania company from $1 to $1 50 a 
barrel of oil as low as 40 cents. A confer- 
ence held at Saratoga, at which Mr. Garrett 
of the Baltimore and Ohio road had a rep- 
resentative, decided to make a fight in 
which the Reading sLould be worsted, and 
the Pennsylvania road pledged itself to 
fight our road. ‘The Baltimore road with- 
drew and publicly protested against the 
conclusion reached. By this action of the 
Pennsylvania Central it lost over $6,000, 0U0, 
nine per cent. of its capital for one year, to 
cause the Reading road to lose half a mil- 
lion dollars. The interest in this fight 
was increased when the Pennsylvania 
found it had broken its faith with its 
friend, the Standard Oil Company. Since 
then the latter has built its own pipe-line 
and is now shipping oil over the Reading 
road instead of the Pennsylvania 


Central.”
